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In  1936  the  first  annual  report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of 
the  new  Urban  District  of  Thurrock  was  presented.  1973  was  the  last  year 
of  that  district  and  in  place  of  Dr.  Blott  who  resigned  after  9  years  as 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  the  Urban  District  I  submit  the  final  report. 

The  district  wasccnstituted  on  1st  April,  1936  and  was  formed  by  the  amalgam¬ 
ation  of  the  Urban  Districts  of  Grays,  Tilbury  and  Purfleet  and  the  Rural 
District  of  Orsett  with  the  exception  of  certain  small  portions  of  rural 
parishes,  which  were  transferred  to  adjoining  local  authorities. 


The  first  Medical  Officer  was  Dr.  ¥,  T.  G.  Boul  and  the  Sanitary 
Inspector  was  Leonard  C.  Culliss,  with  Mr.H.  A.  Gosling  as  his  deputy. 


The  population  of  the  urban  district  in  1936  was  66,217  as  opposed  to 
the  present  day  126,140.

The  Council’s  cleansing  department  in  those  days,  owned  2  freighters, 
1  horse  van,  1  low-loading  horse  van  and  2  horse-drawn  dustcarts. 


There  were  also  several  horse-drawn  cesspool  van3  but  these  were 
considered  obsolete!!! 


The  modern  fleet  comprises  7  cesspool  tankers,  4  gully  emptiers, 

4  tippers,  5  sweepers,  19  refuse  freighters  and  12  other  vehicles. 

In  the  air  pollution  scene  it  was  reported  that  an  electrical  dust 
arrestor  had  been  installed  in  the  local  cement  works  and  the  hope  was  expressed 
that  there  would  be  much  les3  ground  for  complaint  in  the  future.  The 
standard  dust  gauges  which  provide  the  monthly  fallout  figures  were  not  avail¬ 
able  in  those  days,  so  no  comparison  can  be  made.  However,  we  do  know  that 
all  cement  firms  are  provided  with  electrical  dust  arrestors  and  even  so  com¬ 
plaints  do  arise. 

There  were  24  slaughterhouses  in  the  district  in  the  first  year  of  its 
existence  compared  with  one  at  the  present  time.

Many  butchers  shops  in  those  days  had  slaughterhouses  at  the  rear  of 
the  premises  and  slaughtering  was  carried  out  according  to  the  needs  of  the 
retail  shop.  The  one  remaining  slaughterhouse  in  the  area  deals  in  wholesale 
trade. 


It  must  have  been  a  quiet  area  in  the  thirties  because  no  reference  to 
noise  complaints  is  made  in  that  early  report. 
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There  is  no  doubt  that  industrial  development  in  close  proximity 
to  residential  property  over  the  years  has  given  rise  to  problems  from  noise 
and  it  is  hoped  that  future  planning  conditions  will  prevent  an  increase  in 
the  level  of  noise  suffered  by  residents  adjoining  industrial  estates. 

Our  predecessors  achieved  many  improvements  in  the  environment  during 
the  time  of  the  old  urban  district  and  in  expressing  appreciation  to  them  I  hope 
the  same  rate  of  improvement  can  be  achieved  in  the  new  borough.
